It is of course not wonderful that the 
counterpart of Pandemonium should not bea 
hall cfharmony. Aa Cicoro has said of the 
tollowers of Cataline-—the Locofocos “are gree~ 
dy of other men’s property and prodigal of their 
own;” differing in one respect however, from 
those described by the great orator, which ia 
that the Locofocos asa body never have any 
thing which is honestly their own. The jdea 
ofhonor as connected with office is to them en- 
tirely unknown, We have seen a Governor 
of the State of New York descending from his 
lation to accept a third rate office in the 
customs because the station afforded hiin a little 
more pay!
